THE HORSE'S SKIM. 


AB ladra to tbe Ufe, 


of an Anlmsl. 


Who do«a not admire tbe spirited 


horse with a thin, soft skin and glossy 
coatf Who is not displeased with tha 
dull horse, having a thick, hard skin 
and coarse, harsh hair? Who that hai 
observed has not noticed that the qual- 
ities here indicated always go with 
the kind of skin with which we 
have coupled them? The thick-hided 
horse is a dull, plodding beast, often 
very stupid, and caring little for any 
sort of urging, including the whip. 
The thick cuticle and coarse, stiff hair 
so deaden the sting of the lash that an 
ordinary blow has little effect on tho 
nerves, and when the nerves are 
reached the impression is faint and 
transitory. Goad one of these rhino- 
ceros-hided horses into a brisk trot, 
and the gait will subside into a slow 
walk or a monotonous shack in less 
time than it took to get the beast under 
<jxtra motion. 


On the other hand, strike a thin- 


skinned horse a sharp blow with a 
whip and he will jump as if suffering 
tho greatest torture and become almost 
frantic. The memory of the blow will 
linger for half a day, and perhaps 
longer, for the animal will act as if in 
constant apprehension of another cut 
from the whip, until you have restored 
his confidence by kind treatment. The 
veins will show through such a skin 
like whip-cords, and the twitching will 
show that it is full of sensitive nerves, 
corresponding to the manifestations of 
life and spirit by the horse. The skin 
is, therefore, a good index to the char- 
acter of the horse, so far as the exhibi- 
tion of life and energy is concerned. 


Tuff old adage that "beauty is but 


skin deep," though containing some 
thing of a sneer at beauty, is an ac- 
knowledgment of the high office of the 
skin, ana of the fact that it is an ex- 
pression of life, health and beauty. It 
is most emphatically a tissue of nerves 
and blood-vessels, which find in it their 
final and minutest ramifications. In 
consequence of its highly nervous and 
vascular character, diseases of the skin 
are among the most stubborn and dim- 
cult that physicians have to encounter, 
and several to this day defy all medical 
skill, whether calling for treatment on 
man or beast. It is subject to derange- 
ment from impurities of the circulating 
fluids, and sympathizes with all the 
other organs of the body. It is to the 
outward animal organism what the 
rhuoous membrane is to the internal, 
and indeed the one is a continuation of 
the other, modified in its character by 
its pobition and the office it has to fill. 


This is why the akin is an index to 


the life, health and character of the 
horse. The hair is really an appendage 
of the ikin, and corresponds with it in 
quality. So is it with tho mane, tail 
and hoofs, and a feverish condition of 
the skin quickly shows itself in all 
these appendages. It is important, 
therefore, to see that a horse has a fine, 
pliable skin and glossy coat 
For 


these in combination are to the charac- 
ter and condition of the horse what the 
thermometer and barometer are to the 
temperature and hydro-meteorological 
condition of the atmosphere. Allow- 
ances may be made for local and transi- 
tory diseases, as for local and transi- 
tory states of the weather, but the un- 
derlying principles remain the same 
at all times. Proper care, grooming, 
feeding and use of the horse will keep 
it in good condition, which will be in- 
dicated by the expression of the skin. — 
National Live- Stock Journal.

TIMOTHY SEED. 


Cattlnf the GrMfl When th« Early Hendfl 


Begin to Shell at tbe Tips. 


It 10 very difficult to fix any specified 


time for harvesting the timothy seed 
crop, because a change in the weather 
may make a great difference in the 
ripeness in a single day. When the 
amount to be harvested is not large, a 
better yield of seed will be had by let- 
ting it stand until all the heads are 
ripe, and a few of the early ones 
shelled off 
But in doing this, there is 


much risk. A windy day may thresh 
half the crop. A shower of rain, fol- 
lowed by a warm sun, will change the 
color of a field in a few hours. 
Of late 


years I have harvested from seventy- 
five to one hundred acres of this crop 
annually. I make it a rule to start the 
harvester into it when the early heads 
begin to shell at the tips. The straw 
of most of it is then quite green, and if 
carefully put up makes fair feed for 
stock alter threshing, for this reason: 
When timothy is ripe the cell which 
holds the seed opens. If cut too green 
and the bundles are left exposed to the 
sun the straw dries like hay, these 
small cells do not open and no machine 
can knock the seed out of them. If cut 
before fuJy *'ipe this difficulty may be 
largely overcome by putting in round 
shocks as soon as cut, packing the 
bundles close together to exclude the 
air. In this condition the natural pro- 
cess of ripening will go on; but if set 
up two and two, as many set the 
bundles, it will dry and stop at the 
tame stage as when cut. 


A good crop of timothy should give 


eight bushels to the acre. I have had 
more, and also less. As a farm crop 
there is more uncertainty in savins; it 
than other grains. It must stand in 
the shock at least two weeks to be dry 
enough for threshing. During that 
time, if heavy rains and high winds 
occur, there will be considerable waste 
in the shock. The less the bundles 
are handled after drying the less waste, 
Hence I thresh it directly from the 
shock. All separators are now made 
with sieves for cleaning this crop.— 
Cor. Frame Farmer.

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TRAINING. 


Growing Popularity of the System Among 
the Educ«tor» of the Country. 


ThSe system of manual training in 


connection with the public schools is 
making its way steadily and with suf- 
ficient rapidity. The opposition to it, 
while absurd in many cases and with- 
out sufficient reason in any case, has 
had a wholesome effect in preventing 
any thing like a boom for the system. 
For a time there was a disposition to 
regard manual Induing as the solution 
of all educational problems and it was 
UTo'pd at the expense of some of the 
present important features of the com- 
mon school system. There was danger 
of the growth of a sentiment in favor 
of tran'&fonning; tliu public schools into 
mere work-shop? for tho training oJ 
trade-workers and the neglect of all tlia 
higher purposes. Another objection to 
a bobm is the scarcity of competent 
instructors — of teachers who are ablo 
to value the training school justly, 
without exaggerating it? importance 
or without regarding it ns a mere con- 
cession to a temporary public senti- 
ment. 
Recent experience has shown 


that the cautious introduction of thu 
system has won the approval of educa- 
tors who were distrustful. 
After a 


year's experience with manual train- 
ing, cautiously introduced, Mr. McAl- 
lister, now of the Philadelphia schools 
and formerly of this city, is able to nay 
that it has the support of al! who liavo 
paid any attentiott to it. He linds that 
it has made its way among educators 
'generally. He says "(.here is no longer 
any serious differences 
of opinion 


among the leading educators of the 
country as to the principles upon which 
manual education should be conducted. 
It is now very generally conceded that 
the training of the mental faculties \\ill 
be most effective when ajl (he senses 
are most fully brought into play as l.io 
tors in the general process; lhal hand 
instruction, no matter of what kind, if 
adapted to the ago of the pupil and 
properly conducted, can be made dis- 
ciplinary and a valuable adjunct lo tho 
primary literary studies; and thai a 
proper amount of hand study can Le 
introduced into our public schools with- 
out impairing the educational valuu of 
the studies now taught." 


The now system is certain to be gen- 


erally adopted, with more and more 
advantage as its limitations are belter 
understood. — Milwaukee Sentinel.
